d.  Headquarters  and  Headquarters  Company,  1st  Brigade,  and  the 
2d  Battalion,  320th  Artillery,  both  of  which  had  been  omitted  from 
previous  reorganization  general  orders,  were  reorganized  by  QS  ARP  AC 
GO  6,  dated  6  January  1969, 

g.  The  advance  party,  65  personnel,  of  the  158th  Assault  Hell» 
copter  Battalion  arrived  on  29  January  1969, 

B.  OPERATIONS 

1»  (C)  Operation  Nevada  ESagle,  which  started  on  17  May  1968, 

continued  throughout  the  reporting  period.  This  operation  is 
targeted  against  local  force  units  and  the  Viet  Cong  Infra  structure

R“r: -''ent.  Regional  Force  Companies,  along  vith  National  Police  and 
H;  U\-al  Jbrces.  The  objective  of  the  operation  was  the  destruction 
o:  -r  enemy,  hie  supplier  and  installations  in  a  rice  growing  area 

J  -  :,c  ^  .st  of  Hue.  Intelligence  had  been  received  indicating  that 
t'e  J.  \>t  Cong  Infrastructure  was  attesting  to  re-estohlish  as  me 
control  in  PHU  VANG,  HUONG  THUT,  ami  PHU  THU  Districts  of  THUA 
THIEN  Province,  Contemplated  In  the  operation  was  the  cordon  and 
sveep  of  the  area,  followed  ly  an  intensive  search  with  emphasis 
on  saturation  patrolling,  extensive  night  ambushes,  and  rapid 
exploitation  of  intelligence  Information.  The  operation  was 
promptly  initiated  with  fbrces  assuming  their  Hocking  positions, 
Onoe  the  oordon  wa«  established,  the  search  of  the  area  commenced 
with  positive  results,  HJU  VANG  III  was  immensely  successful  sinoe 
it  dissolved  the  existent  lines  of  continuity  within  the  Viet  Cong 
Infrastructure,  and  resulted  in  heavy  enemy  losses  of  personnel 
acd  weapons—  55  killed,  67  prisoners  of  war  (28  of  whom  were 
members  of  the  Vi  or  Gong  Infrastructure),  and  60  individual 
weapons.  Combined  friendly  losses  were  5  KHA. 

b.  The  TROUl  Bridge  Cordon  (10  November  -  18  Jbvember  1968) 
involved  the  1st  Battalion,  327th  Infantry,  a  task  Ibree  from  the 
ARVN  7th  Armored  Cavalry,  the  13th  Coastal  Group,  and  elements  of 
Regional  Forces,  Nitional  Police  Field  Forces  and  US  tfav&l  Forces, 
The  oon blned  elements  established  a  soft  aordbn  and  oonduoted  a 
aaaroh  operation  of  the  TROUI  village  area.  Of  the  1,249  personnel 
processed  through  the  Combined  Intelligence  Caster,  23  wars  classi¬ 
fied  as  members  of  the  Vi  at  Cong  Infrastructure,  In  addition  to 
the  detained  pereonnol,  10  Viet  Cong  were  killed  and  2  individual 
weapons  were  oaptured. 

o.  Operation  NAM  BOA  I  (18  November  -  7  Deoember  1968)  00 n> 
slated  of  the  2d  Battalion,  501  Infantry,  and  elements  of  the 
3d  ARVN  Regiment,  Intelligence  obtained  prior  to  the  operation 
indicated  that  the  5th  NVA  Regiment,  Including  supporting  elements, 
had  shifted  its  area  of  operation  from  the  traditional  base  camp 
*re*a  around  NUZ  KE  to  the  southeast.  Intelligence  plaoed  the 
enemy  regiment  In  two  valleys SW  of  Le*oh  Island  (10  836984),  The

VANO  HI  in 
THU  VANO,  HU)NQ  fi!UY,  and  HIO  THt)  Districts  of  THUA  THEN 
frovlnae,  JQ.01r.ontr  partiolpaUnrt  In  the  oporntien  wore  tho  1st 
Battalion,  501  ot  Infantry,  tho  54th  ARVN  Roginont,  Ropional  and 
Distrlot  For  oca,  and  US  N&vpj.  Foroos,  As  in  Oporation  PHU  VANO 
HI,  tho  area  of  oration  van  cordonod,  swept,  and  intenaivrly 
soarohod,  with  crapl-iois  placed  on  a  rapid  exploitation  of  intolli- 
gonas  gained  from  drlalnaas  pnocoocod  through  tho  Oombinod  Inttlli- 
g-.nos  Oonter,  QomV.nod  Allied  Forces,  as  in  the  previous  operation, 
ffi'.de  imposing  otrldos  in  rooting  out  enomy  forces,  oven  though  the 
latter  had  mado  tror.cndous  progress  in  recruiting  and  reorganization 
in  the  area.  Enemy  porso.iuol  losses  throughout  the  operation  were 
high—  75  killed  and  99  prisoners  of  war,  35  of  whom  were  confirmed 
members  of  the  Vley  Cong  hof  re  structure.  In  addition,  60  individual 
weapons  were  captured,  ana  numerous  bunker  complexes  were  destroyed. 
Combined  friendly  losses  were  low—  2  killed  and  12  wounded, 

e.  Operation  Rawlins  Valley  (16  December  -  24  December  1968) 
vas  conducted  in  NAM  HOA  District,  THUA  THEN  Province,  an  area 
which  intelligence  data  indicated  was  the  Base  Area  of  the  6th 
NVA  Regiment,  Participating  in  tho  operation  wore  the  1st 
Battalion,  506th  Infantry,  the  3d  Battalion,  187th  Infantry, 

and  elements  of  the  3d  ARVN  Regiment,  The  mission  assigned 
to  the  ocmtdnod  forces  was  to  conduot  combat  assaults  and 
reoonnaissanoo  in  foroe  operations  in  the  assigned  area  of 
operations  and  to  looate  and  destroy  VC/SVA  foroeybase  oaqps 
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and  cachos,  Throughout  the  operation,  sovoral  combat  assaults 
were  conducted,  but  vlth  minimal  contacts  since  the  enemy  avoided 
engagement  with  Allied  Forces.  The  success  or  failuro  of  Operation 
Rawlins  Valley  should  not  be  measured  in  the  cumber  of  enemy  killed 
(8),  but  in  the  effect  it  had  on  the  enony,  Bocause  of  the  operation 
the  enemy  was  forced  to  withdraw  deeper  into  mountainous  areas, 
atandoning-Torward  positions  to  Alliod  destruction.  Thus  the  enemy 
lost  the  capacity  to  launch  operations  in  tho  tmmediata  future  from 
the  NAM  HOA  area, 

f.  Operation  Tbdd  Forest  (31  Doccmber  1968  -  13  January  1969) 
involved  the  let  Battalion,  506th  Infantry  and  elements  of  the  1st 
ARVN  Regiment,  Intelligonco  reports  placed  covcrol  KVA  Battalions 
in  the  NAM  HOA  District,  a  known  enemy  base  area  and  Infiltration 
route.  Combined  forcoa  conducted  combat  assaults  and  reconnaissance 
in  foroo  operations  in  tho  assigned  area  of  operation  to  locate 

and  destroy  VC/tIVA  forcoa,  taco  carps,  and  materiel  cachos.  Through¬ 
out  the  operation  contaot  was  light,  but  numerous  bunker  complexes 
and  caches  were  discovered  and  destroyed.  The  operation  resulted 
in  12  enemy  killed,  and  26  individual  weapons  captured  in  addition 
to  large  quantities  of  rice,  mortar  rounds,  and  Viet  Cbng  currency. 
Friendly  forces  suffered  two  non  wounded  during  the  operation. 

g.  Operation  Hatto  Canyon  (6  January  1969  -  continuing)  is  being 
conducted  by  tho  2d  Battalion,  502d  Infantry  in  areas  surrounding 

FB  QUICK  II,  (YD  891988).  Intelligence  indicated  that  contact  with 
the  enc  p  would  be  substantial  as  the  onocy  would  attempt  to  defend 
his  rear  supply  and  base  areas  In  the  RUONG-RUONG  Valley.  Reconn¬ 
aissance  in  force  operations  were  initiated  with  moderate  eneny  ood- 
taot,  bat  in  most  instances  the  enemy  elected  to  retreat  and  avoid 
contact.  In  addition  to  RIF  operations  by  oompary  elements,  the 
reconnaissance  platoon  patrolled  the  area  of  operations  ard 
discovered  and  destroyed  a  large  cache  and  staging  Oreo,  Eneny 
losses  were  heavy—  57  VC/KVA  killed  and  57  individual  and  1  crew- 
served  weapons  captured. 

h«  Operation  Sherman  Peak  (24  January  1969  -  continuing)  is 
being  oonduoted  by  the  1st  Battalion,  501st  Infhntry,  2d  Battalion, 
501st  Infantry,  and  elements  of  the  1st  Battalion,  502d  Infantry, 
the  3d  AKVN  Regiment,  and  the  Slack  Fhnt  her  Company,  Intelligence 
data  has  indicated  that  following  the  completion  of  Operation 
NAM  HOA  I  eneny  activity  had  increased,  and  the  enemy  were  moving 
personnel  and  equipment  from  rear  staging  areas  in  the  A  SHAU 
Valley  in  a  northerly  direction  along  Highway  547A,  and  the 
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RAO  NAI  River  into  areas  near  FB  VEGHEL  (2D  552030).  The  operation 
included  reconnaissanco  in  force  operations  and  rapid  oorabat  assaults 
by  combinod  US/AHVN  Forces  in  order  to  loeato  and  destroy  eneoy 
personnel  and  materiel,  and  the  interdiction  of  Highway  547A* 

i.  Operation  Ohio  Rapids  bogan  on  24  January  1969  and  continues 
at  the  end  of  the  reporting  period.  The  2d  Battalion,  506th  Infantry 
and  elements  of  the  1st  ARVN  Regiment,  in  addition  to  supporting 
artillery,  combined  to  strike  deep  into  the  suspeotod  base  areas  of 
the  6th  NVA  Regiment  to  engage  and  destroy  their  security  foroes 
and  materiel.  At  the  Ond  of  the  reporting  period  Allied  Forces  had 
destroyed  the  Command  Post  of  the  6th  NVA  Regiment,  killed  21 
eneity  personnel  and  captured  37  individual  weapons  and  7  crew- 
served  weapons* 

J,  Night  operations  throughout  the  coastal  lowlands  included 
ambushes  and  night  patrols.  Ambushes  were  especially  successful 
in  the  eastern  portion  of  PHU  IOC  Distriot  and  hampered  severely 
the  enemy1 s  attempts  to  gather  food  from  tho  heavily  populated 
coastal  plains.  Especially  noteworthy  wore  ambushos  during  which 
US  troops,  nfter  initiating  tho  notion,  purauod  and  hunted  down 
tho  fleeing  enomy  in  tho  darkness* 

k,  Tho  2d  Battalion,  327th  Infantry  initintod  successful 
sniper-scout  operations  on  2  January  1969  after  an  extensive 
sniper  training  program,  Tho  snipers  have  accounted  for  7 
enosy  killed  at  ranges  in  excess  of  300  motors,  A  security 
squad  is  employed  with  tho  snipor  teams.  The  squad  patrols  in 
areas  away  from  the  snipers' location  as  a  deceptive  measure, 

1*  Tho  3d  Brigade  completed  tho  move  to  Camp  Evans.  The 
move  started  with  tho  deployment  of  tho  3d  Battalion,  187th  Infantry 
on  30  October,  Tho  brigade  CP  becarao  operational  at  Evans  at 
021200H  November  1963,  and  at  tho  same  time  tho  brigado  assumed 
operational  control  of  the  3d  Squadron  (-),  5th  Cavalry.  The 
1st  Battalion,  506'kh  Infantry  closed  in  the  new  area  of  operation 
on  6  November,  followed  by  tho  2d  Battalion,  506th  Infantry  on

5.  (0)  The  figures  in  paragraphs  3  and  4  above  are  the  results 

of  actions  by  the  101st  Airborne  Division  alone,  and  do  not  include 
casualties  Inflicted  by  Rnpuhlie  of  Vietnam  forces  In  combined 
operations. 

C.  TRAINING 

1.  (C)  Sixteen  personnel  from  the  2d  Battalion.  327th  Infantry 
attend'  j  ar.  eight  day  Scout/Sniper  course  conducted  cy  the  3d  ferine 
Division  at  DONG  HA,  After  completing  the  training  the  teams  were 
successfully  enployed  in  the  area  of  operation  as  mentioned  pre¬ 
viously  in  this  report. 

2.  (0)  The  program  of  reciprocal  mobile  training  teams 
between  the  let  AKVN  Division  and  the  101st  Airborne  Division 
was  continued.  Division  personnel  presented  classes  to  soldiers 
of  the  1st  AHVN  Division  v-n  quick  kill  techniques  and  mechanical 
training  on  the  fe!6,  M-60  and  M>79.  They  in  turn  presented 
periods  of  instruction  to  paratroopers  on  Viet  Cong  taction  and 
techniques*  mines  and  booby  traps,  and  methods  the  eaeny  uses 
in  narking  trails. 

3.  (0)  The  1st  Brigade  instituted  a  training  program  in 
December  to  oonduot  training  for  and  establish  liaiaoiy forward 
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observer  teams  with  Regional  Force  companies  in  the  brigade's  area 
of  operation.  Subjects  included  terrain  appreciation,  security 
operations,  the  use  of  supporting  fires,  defensive  operations  and 
blocking  and  Oountarattack  planning.  The  object  c  ’  the  training 
is  to  enhance  the  operational  capability  of  the  Regional  Force 
companies  with  the  view  of  orvibling  them  to  net  more  independently 
in  pacification  operations, 

4.  (0)  AH  infantry  units  conducted  extensive  training 
coffiinonrarato  with  time  and  operational  requirements  to  enable  a 
rore  rapid  adjustment  to  tho  rigors  of  combat  of  the  large  num¬ 
ber  of  roplaeomonts  received  early  in  tho  reporting  period, 

Enphasis  was  placed  cn  small  unit  operations,  ambushes,  weaponry, 
airmobile  operations,  the  adjustment  of  indiroct  fires  and  aeons 
of  reducing  dieeaeos  am  discomfort  in  a  field  environment. 

5.  (o)  The  160th  Aviation  Group  conducted  throe  elrnobllity 
schools  for  battalion  and  brigado  eomnnndors,  and  br  :talion  and 
brigads  S3*s  and  S3  air  officors  during  tho  reporting  porlod.  A 
total  of  75  peroonnol  received  instruction  in  the  aviation  assets 
and  organization  of  an  airmobile  division,  and  planning  for  and 
tho  conduct  of  airmobile  operations, 

6.  (0)  The  Screaming  F  gle  Replacement  Training  School  at 
Bion  Hca  was  augmented  to  provide  necessary  processing  and 
training  for  replacement;;  roooived  during  the  Hovember-December 
DIT10S  hump.  The  School  was  able  to  accompli  ah  its  training 
nls&lon  by  organizing  the  instructors  and  trainees  into  tw> 
groups  with  tho  trainees  changing  over  at  noon  each  day  for  tho 
five  day  training  period. 

D.  CHEMICAL 

1.  (C)  Chemical  Operations! 

a,  Tho  Division  Chemical  section  vdth  the  20th  and  36th 
Chemical  Dotochaonts  and  tho  10th  Chemical  Kiatoon  continued 
a  program  of  chemical  rapport  for  division  operations.  The  10th 
Chemical  Platoon  provided  a  bunkor  seeding  team  during  the  period 
1IU17  November  to  contaminate  approximately  fifty  bur. kero  and 
caves  dlsoovered  on  the  NUI  TR0N  Peninsula  by  elements  of  the 
2d  Battalion,  327th  Infantry,  The  bunkers  aud  caves  had  been  used 
by  the  eneay  for  protection  and  storage  and  at  the  close  vf  the 
reporting  period  were  still  not  inhabitable  because  of  the  effeots 
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of  agent  CS, 

b.  Thirteen  sorties  totaling  382  barrels  of  CS.1  vore  dropped 
during  the  period  20  November  -  2  December  on  suspected  headquarters 
sites,  cache  locations  and  linos  of  communication  of  the  5th  NVA 
Regiment.  During  one  sortie  a  USA?  PAG  called  an  Incedlate  air 
strike  on  enemy  troops  moving  Into  a  volley  to  escape  the  effeots 
of  the  agent  In  the  adjacent  Jungle.  Sixteen  flamo  cortles  were 
flown  against  suspected  eneny  locations  inoludlng  a  mortar  position. 
All  of  those  sorties  wero  in  support  of  the  1st  Battalion,  3d 
AftVK  Rogiment  and  the  2d  Battalion,  501st  Infantry  which  wore 
conducting  a  combined  operation  against  the  5th  NVA,  After  the 
operation  terminated  eleven  additional  target  areas  were  Contamiiw 
ated  with  TOO  drulna  of  C3-1  dropped  from  Qt-47  helicopters. 

o.  During  Operation  RAWLINS  VAUEY  five  areas  containing  trail 
networks  which  could  have  been  used  by  a  withdrawing  enemy  were 
oontaminatod.  Two  of  the  areas  were  contaminated  with  tactical 
aircraft  dropping  BLU  52V®  bombs  to  take  advantage  of  the  longer 
per eisterry  characteristics  of  this  Air  Force  munition.  The 
remaining  three  areas  ver6  oontaminatod  by  168  drums  of  C&l 
dropped  ly  CB-47,  The  flvo  target  area,)  were  screened  ty  the 
division*  s  cavalry  squadron  which  did  nett  observe  onony  movement 
through  the  areas, 

d,  2ight  CH-47  helicopters  dropped  224  drums  of  CS-1  In  three 
valley  ry stems  in  support  of  Operation  TODD  FOREST. 

2.  !.C)  New  Chemical  Munitions! 

a.  ;ho  division  received  the  D1  denser  and  Grenade  System, 
Aircraft,  XK27  (ENS3RE  230)  for  evaluation.  Five  cystoma  inoludlng 
10  dlrpensers,  900  XM  54  CS  grenades  and  15  reload  kits  were  received. 
After  conducting  four  test  drops  the  system  was  rote3 unsatisfactory 
because  the  grenades  tend  to  hang  up  in  the  tubes  due  to  excessive 
pressure  and  a  gun  ship  has  to  give  up  its  armament  to  carry  the 
system. 

b.  The  division  received  15  mines.  Anti-personnel,  PWF, 

Rop-up,  XM  54  (EIBIKB  225)  on  30  October  1968  and  nine  additional 
nines  at  a  later  date  for  evaluation.  By  the  end  of  the  reporting 
period  three  of  the  mines  had  been  fired  for  demonstration 
purposes  and  the  r&nainder  were  issued  to  divisional  units  fbr 
integration  in  perimeter  defenses.  Reportnof  the  firing)  were

3.  (C)  Now  Techniques  Developed: 

a.  Flame  Operations.  The  Division  Chemical  Section  and  the  10th 
Chemical  Platoon  conducted  flame  drops  from  CH-47  aircraft  using 
sling  loaded  55  gallon  drums  filled  with  napalm.  Operations  pre¬ 
ceding  this  period  used  a  hemp  sling  containing  10  drums  of  mixed 
JP-4  and  diesel  oil.  During  the  period  US  Navy  nylon  cargo  nets 
were  obtained  which  permitted  the  load  capacity  to  be  increased 
from  10  to  20  drums  per  sortie.  The  mix  was  also  changed  from 
JP-4/dieoel  oil  to  10  drums  of  1$  thickened  fuel/10  drums  of  U% 
thickened  fuel.  This  eliminated  the  75$  ignition  rate  experienced 
with  the  old  mixj  all  drops  have  been  successfully  ignited  using 

the  new  mix.  The  combination  of  the  larger  net  and  the  new 
mix  provides  a  20  minute  bum  duration  and  bums  out  a  circular 
area  100  meters  in  diameter.  This  capacity  is  used  to  reduce 
fortifications  in  support  of  troops  in  contact,  to  clear  booby 
trapped  areas,  in  conjunction  with  PSYOP  loudspeakers,  and  to' 
prepare  closed  fire  bases  for  rcoccupation  by  burning  rubbish, 
killing  rodents,  and  detonating  booby  traps, 

b.  Airborne  Personnel  Detector,  A  recent  innovation  in  the 
conduct  of  airborne  personnel  detector  missions  involves  the 
immediate  reporting  of  hotspots  permitting  rapid  fire  artillery 
and  aerial  rocket  artillery  reaction,  Wien  three  or  more  hot¬ 
spots  are  recorded  in  a  15  second  period,  the  coordinates  are 
reported  in  the  clear  ’to  Brigade  S-3  or  Div  Arty  S-3  and  field 
artillery  is  called  on  the  suspected  enemy  locations  as  soon  as 
the  "sniffer"  team  has  cleared  the  area.  This  is  followed  by 
aerial  rocket  artillery  and  skyspots.

E.  INTELLIGENCE 

1.  (C)  During  the  reporting  period  the  follef-dng  information 

was  compiled  on  the  enemy  situation: 

a.  At  the  beginning  of  this  reporting  period,  the  C114,  C115, 
C116,  CU7,  C118  and  C119  LF  Go's  each  had  a  strength  of  approx irately 
30  men  and  had  a  limited  ability  to  conduct  offensive  actions.  The 
C113  LF  Co,  with  a  strength  of  apprcoc  100  men,  w&s  the  one  exception 
and  was  considered  a  fully  cembat  effective  unit.  The  Fhu  Loc 

Armed  Battalion,  with  a  strength  of  approximately  300. men,  was  also 
a  fully  cembet  effective  unit.  The  5th  NVA  Regiment,  with  an 
estimated  strength  of  approximately  2000  men,  was  located  in  its 
traditional  BA  south  of  Nul  Ke  (YD  7606)  and  was  considered  combat 
effective.  However,  allied  operations  had  kept  the  regiment  ’ 
off  balance  and  it  was  not  capable  of  launching  a  large  scale, 
coordinated  attack.  The  4th  NVA  Regiment,  with  an  estimated 
strength  of  900,  had  been  forced  by  Allied  operations  to  move  to 
southern  Phu  Loc  (D)  and  it  wa3  not  capable  of  large  scale  offensive 
action.  The  9th  Battalion,  90th  Regiment,  with  the  strength  of 
approximately  250  mn,  v.  -,s  fully  combat  effective  and  was  operating 
with  the  03  Cc,\81'Vh  Lv.ltalien,  and  the  C115  LF  Co  in  the  Huong 
Tra  Mountains,  The  803d  and  6th  Regiments  each  having  an  estimated 
strength  of  approximately  1600  men,  were  believed  to  be  located  in 
the  vicinity  of  BA  611,  The  9th  Regiment  was  believed  to  be 
located  in  the  A  Loiu  Valley  or  in  BA  611. 

b.  Qie  of  ths  most  significant  developments  during  the 
reporting  period  was  the  increased  enemy  supply  activity  through¬ 
out  Thua  Thien  Province,  The  enemy's  rear  service  activities  in  the 
Ruong  Ruong  area,  which  were  first  noticed  in  mid .October  1968, 
continued  throughout  the  reporting  period.  Cultivated  fields, 
large  caves,  huts,  and  elephants  were  sighted  in  this  area. 

Sniffer  and  SLAR  have  indicated  that  materiel  is  moved  rtorth  and 
northeast  from  Rucng  Ruong  to  the  4th  and  5th  Regiments.  Addi¬ 
tionally,  SLAR  has  indicated  that  materiel  is  moved  east  from 
Ruong  Ruong  through  the  Elephant  Valley  to  Ouang  Nam  (P). 

SLAR  and  VR  have  revealed  increased  traffic  through  the  A  Shau 


1627  personnel 
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on  Route  548.  As  a  response  to  the  many  interdictions  on  Route 
547A,  the  enemy  is  apparently  moving  supplies  east  fran  the  A  Shau 
to  the  Rao  Nai  Valley  and  north  through  this  valley  to  the  Delta 
Junction  area  (iD  5403).  SLAR,  sniffer,  and  VR  have  indicated 
considerable  activity  along  this  route  and  in  the  Delta  Junction 
area. 


cT  During  December  and  January  sniffer  and  VR  indicated 
considerable  traffic  in  BA  114  especially  along  the  Rao  Trang 
River  in  the  vicinity  Of 'the  junction  of  the  Song  Bo  and  Rao 
Trang  Rivers  (YD  517125). 

d.  A  document  taken  from  the  body  of  an  HVA  officer  killed 
at  YD  418204  on  1  January  1969,  revealed  that  he  was  a  member  of 
the  806th  Battalion,  6th  Regiment.  Thus,  it  is  possible  that 
forward  elements  of  the  6th  Regiment  moved  into  BA  114  in  mid 
December  1968.  Additionally,  documents  captured  during  an 
operation  in  the  vicinity  YD  328204  identified  the  806th  Battalion} 
6th  Regiment.  The  documents  revealed  that  the  C2  Co,  6th  Regiment, 
was  to  receive  orders  on  28  January  1969*  The  return  of  elements 
of  the  6th  Regiment  to  Thua  Thien  (P)  with  the  apparent  intention 
of  initiating  operations  is  one  of  the  most  significant  develop¬ 
ments  of  the  reporting  period. 

e.  During  the  reporting  period,  the  enemy  attempted  to 
rc-est.nblish  his  influence  in  the  lowlands  of  Phu  Vang  (D), 

Fnu  Thu  (D),  and  Phu  Lee  In  December  1968,  there  wore 

numerous  small  controls  along  the  canal  in  Phu  Vartg  (D)/  Phu 
Thu  (D)  from  vicinity  YD  8142  to  vicinity  YD  8423.  FW  and 
agent  reports  indicated  that  elements  of  the  804th  Battalion, 

5th  Regiment  were  operating  in  both  Phu  Thu  (D)  and  Phu  Vang 
(D),  Additionally,  '  here  was  increased  activity  along  the 
Truoi  River  immediately  south  of  Highway  1.  FW  reports 
revealed  that  elements  of  the  K4C  Br>  4th  Regiment  and  the  804th 
Battalion,  5th  Regiment  were  collecting  rice  in  this  area  and  that 
elements  of  the  K4C  Battalion  planned  to  destroy  the  Truoi  River 
Bridge. 

f .  In  mid  January  1969,  the  K4B  Battalion  attempted  to  renew 
its  influence  in  the  lowlands  of  Phu  Loc  (D),  but  was  thwarted 

by  several  successful  ambushes  conducted  by  2-327  Infantry 
vicinity  ZD  181©  and  ZD  1610,  Documents  captured  from  16  NVA 
killed  in  one  of  these  ambushes  indicated  that  the  K4B  Battalion 
planned  to  upgrade  to  sapper  status  and  that  squad  sized  elements 
of  the  K4B  Battalion  would  attack  An  Bang  (H),  ZD  145005,  Nuoc 
Ngot  (H),  ZD  152010,  and  Fhu  Gai  (H),  AU  824010, 
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g.  In  January,  °-e  was  a  sharp  increase  of  enemy  initiated 
actions*  including  status -n-ff  attacks  by  fire  and  probing  of  perimeters 
Cam?  Lrgle  wau  attached  wjr.h  l£2raa  rockets  on  12  January  1969,  Camp 
Evf^.-iS  received  four  1.22mm  rockets  on  12  January  1969*  and  Thu  Loo 
District  Headquarters  received  10-15  rounds  of  82mm  mortar  fire* 

20-25  B40  rockets*  arjd  15-20  grenades, 

h.  At  the  close  of  the  period*  the  local  force  companies 
and  the  Phu  Loc  Armed  Battalion  retained  approximately  the  same 
strength  and  capabilities  which  they  possessed  on  1  November 
1968,  The  one  exception  is  the  C116*  which  increased  its  strength 
to  approximately  50  men.  The  5th  Regiment's  strength  also  remained 

at  about  the  same  level  throughout  the  reporting  period.  Allied 
operations  west  and  southwest  of  Leech  Island  in  late  January 
1969  precluded  the  5th  Regiment’s  launching  of  a  coordinated, 
large  scale  attack,  Tho  4th  Regiment*  which  suffered  light 
casualties  from  ambushes*  still  had  a  strength  of  900  men  at  the 
end  of  the  reporting  period.  The  4th  Regiment  seems  to  have 
taken  an  offensive  posture  in  areas  near  Phu  Loc  (D)  HO  and 
the  Tirol  River  Bridge*  Tho  90th  Rogt  and  the  803d  Regt  wore 
unlocatud.  The  6th  Regt*  with  a  strength  of  approximately 
1100  men*  had  returned  to  vie  YD  3020  and  probably  had  forward 
element, a  in  BA  114,  The  9bh  Regt  with  an  estimated  stren-th 
of  1300  men*  remains  in  vicinity  BA  611  or  A  Luoi  and  has  the 
capability  of  reinforcing  the  4th  Regt  and  the  5th  Regt, 

2,  (C)  G-2  Operations: 

a,  Sensor  Devices:  During  the  period  29-30  December  1968, 
the  Division  emplaced  32  HANDSIDS  and  10  MAGIDS  into  Base  Area 
114  in  order  to  detect  enomy  infiltration  along  the  RAO  TRANG  — 

SOIG  BO  River  into  the  coastal  plains  and  HUE  area,  Since  30 
December  there  have  been  59  positive  activations*  of  which  24  have 
been  enemy  forces  of  platoon  size.  The  other  35  activations 
varied  in  aimed  from  1  to  15  men.  Out  of  59  positive  activations 
the  sensor  readings  confirmed  other  intelligence  reports  that  the 
RAO  TR/-NG  -  SONG  BO  River  in  BA  114  was  being  vised  by  the  enemy 
as  one  of  its  main  infiltration  routes  into  the  coastal  plains 
and  the  HUE  area.  Only  3  activations  have  been  received  between 
the  hours  of  24 00  to  0630  hours.  The  remaining  activations 
have  been  taking  place  between  the  hours  of  1100-1700  and  1900- 
2315,  It  should  be  noted  that  the  enemy  will  attempt  to  move 
during  daylight  hours  whenever  friendly  units  are  not  operating 
in  the  general  vicinity  of  the  sensor  field*  The  majority  of 
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the  night  movement  took  place  between  the  hours  of  1900-2300* 

It  appears  that  the  enemy  ’will  move  as  soon  as  darkness  arrives 
and  does  not  usually  operate  during  the  early  morning  hours. 

All  positive  activations  were  engaged  with  artillery  or  81mm 
mortars . 

b,  G-2  Air*:  During  the  report ing  period,  the  G2  Air  Lection 
conducted  routine  aerial  surveillance  and  reconnaissance  activ¬ 
ities  of  the  Division  AO  in  support  of  operations.  The  reporting 
period  covers  two  significant  improvements  in  the  C-2  Air  Section 
which  will  certainly  aid  future  operations*  These  are: 

(1)  Night  surveillance  Mission:  Coordination  between  G2 
Air  and  tho  521st  River  Division  (PER)  has  greatly  improved  the 
surveillance  of  coastal  waterways  in  the  Division  AO.  Patrol  craft 
and  the  G2  Air  night  observation  device  (NOD)  mission  in  the  TAM 
GIANG  and  THUY  TU  inland  waterways  have  resulted  in  an  increased 
surveillance  of  illicit  sampan  traffic  during  the  evening  hours* 

The  NOD  mission  is  flown  on  an  irregular  schedule  depending 

upon  moon  rise  and  moon  set  each  particular  evening.  As  a  result 
cf  this  mission  several  sampans  have  been  destroyed  and  one  VCI 
captured. 

(2)  Hand-held  Photography  Program:  The  addition  of  a  photo 
processing  capability  to  the  .Imagery  Interpretation  (n)  Section 
now  allows  for  a  responsive  hand-held  photography  program.  An 
M-109  was  acquired.  It  contains  photographic  processing’ 
equipment  necessary  to  begin  a  limited  hand-held  program.  The 
transfer  of  three  photographic  personnel  from  the  501st  Signal 
Battalion  to  the  ~1  Section  made  tho  program  a  reality.  On 
several  occasion:)  tho  section  has  produced  the  hand-held 
photography  and  tho  supporting  supplementary  intelligence 
report  in  leas  than  twonty-four  hours.  This  time  frame  has 
proven  that  tho  program  will  bo  responsive  enough  to  meet  the 
tactical  needs  of  the  requestors, 

c,  Counterintelligence  (Cl)  Section:  During  the  reporting 
period  the  Counterintelligence  Section  established  two  new 
sections  which  will  aid  in  the  internal  security  of  the  Division 
and  a  third  section  to  improve  the  passing  of  VCI  information 
between  the  GVN  Agencies  and  the  Division* 

(1)  Base  Camp  Security  Team:  During  this  reporting  period 
it  was  noted  that  the  Division  was  employing  an  increasing  number  * 
of  Indigenous  personnel.  The  large  number  of  Indigenous  employees. 
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In  addition  to  the  mrnber  of  ARVN  personnel  attached  to  the  Division# 
greatly  increased  the  possibility  of  the  enemy  using  these  individual® 
to  perpetrate  acts  of  terrorism  against  US  personnel  or  acts  of  sabo¬ 
tage  of  US  equipment.  To  minimise  the  threat  posed  by  the  indigenous 
labor  and  the  threat  of  penetration  of  the  Division  area  by  the  enemy 
dressed  as  ARVN  personnel#  the  Base  Camp  Security  Team  wn s  established. 
The  team  is  responsible  for: 

(a)  Monitoring  established  screening,  se°rch  and  control  proce¬ 
dures  of  the  local  nationals. 

(b)  Establishing  and  ooerating  an  informant  system  among  the 
indigenous  labor  force, 

(c)  Assisting  the  Labor  Officer  in  processing  Military  Security 
Service  (MSS)  security  clearances  for  local  rational  employees. 

(d)  Conducting  periodic  security  inspections  of  troop  conjested 
areas  and  facilities  for  explosives. 

(e)  Corelucting  liaison  with  the  units/offices  responsible  for 
the  security  of  division  base  areas:  Provost  Marshal,  Labor  Officer# 
Base  Defense  Coordinator,  Through  the  efforts  of  the  Base  Camp 
Security  Team,  increased  command  emphasis  has  been  directed  ttvard 
the  indigenous  labor  problem.  The  Labor  Office  h*a  been  established 
and  considerable  progress  has  been  made  toward  acquiring  1SS  clear¬ 
ances  for  the  Division i;  indigenous  employees, 

(2)  Special  Operations  Team:  During  this  reporting  period,  it 
was  note  that  there  was  a  need  for  a  team  with  the  capability  of 
aervlci'ir  snd  repairing  damaged  security  containers.  In  addition# 
numerous  containers  were  locked  and  their  combinations  lost.  To 
meet  the  need  for  servicing  the  container®,  the  Special  Operations 
Team  was  created.  The  team  has  the  capability  of  forcibly  opening 
locked  containers  and  repairing  damaged  containers.  The  team  has  a 
further  mission  of  conducting  special  sensitive  investigations 
regarding  activities  in  the  division  which  should  not  be  construed 
aa  subversive,  but  could  represent  a  potential  threat  to  good  order 
and  discipline.  Investigations  of  this  type  center  around  Division 
personnel  who  are  members  of  or  participate  in  the  activities  of  ’ 
dissent,  anti-war,  or  anfcip-Vletnam  type  organizations.  As  stated# 
individuals  or  organizations  of  this  type  are  in  most  cases  not 
considered  subversive  but  do  pose  a  threat  to  order  and  discipline. 
The  activities  of  these  individuals  and  organizations  must  be  care¬ 
fully  watohsd  and  art  of  definite  oemnand  snd  Oount erint elligenoa 
Interest. 
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(3)  PolitlcalOrder  of  Battle  Section  (POB)t  hurlne:  this 
reporting  period  it  was  realized  that  a  distinct  information  gap 
existed  between  Division  Headauarters  and  the  GVN  agencies  respon¬ 
sible  for  the  Identification  and  elimination  of  the  Viet  Oong 
Inf ra  at. ructure  (VCI)  in  T'RiA  THIEif  Province,  In  order  to  close  this 
gap  and  to  provide  the  Division  Headquarters  with  the  necessary  VCI 
information,  the  POB  Section  was  established.  The  Section  is  manned 
by  two  Cl  agents  and  one  ARVN  officer.  The  function#  of  the  section 
&ret 

(a)  Prepare  VCI  ontimtoo. 

(b)  Report  the  date,  time  end  location  of  province  and  dlrtrlet 
operations  targeted  against  the  VCI, 

(c)  Preparation  of  VCI  identification  reports, 

(d)  Preparation  of  VCI  elimination  reports. 

(e)  Conducting  liaison  with  GVN  agencies  responsible  for  VCI 

iori  and  dlzdlr#£ ti  ?r4a 

(f )  Other  tasks  rega  rding  VCI,  as  directed  by  the  Chief  of  the 
Cl  section  or  02.

P.  PERSONNEL 

1.  (U)  During  the  months  of  November,  December  and  January 

the  Cl  Section  was  primarily  concerned  with  the  functioning  of  the 
system  for  processing  personnel  into  and  out  of  the  Division  during 
the  DERQ3  impact. 
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2,  (U)  During  lete  November  -  eerly  December,  more  thin  6,000 

Division  personnel  rotated  from  RVtl  to  C0,'1J<5  for  further  assignment 
or  to  terminate  their  military  service.  It  wis  necessary  durl'ig  the 
period  tu  quickly  out-process  these  individuals,  provide  the  best 
service  possible  so  that  the  personnel  aep^rting  knew  of  the  Divi¬ 
sion's  interest  in  them,  and  in-processing  a  similar  mrnber  of  troops 
so  that  the  fitting  ability  of  the  Division  would  not  be  i-paired. 

To  this  end,  by  staying  within  the  Ccmm»ndinr  General's  authority  to 
approve  seven  day  DERCS  adjustments  for  travel  purpose,  ft  maximum  of' 
200  troops  per  day  were  out-processed  at  Bien  Hoa,  't  the  same  time, 
processing  teams  were  augmented  to  hendle  the  increased  flow  of 
personnel  both  into  and  out  of  the  Division,  Processing  was  thus 
accomplished  efficiently  and  effectively. 

G.  LOGISTICS 

1.  (U)  General!  During  the  repojted  period  (1  November  1968 
to  31  Daetribei-  1969)  DISCCM  continued  normal  logistical  functions  in 
support  of  divisional  elements  participating  in  Ooeration  Nevada 
Eagle.  With  the  exception  of  the  3°  “oi-werd  Service  Support  Element 
(iSSE)  no  change  in  unit  disposition  occurrod.  The  3d  displaced 
from  Camp  Eagle  to  Cbmp  Evans,  along  with  the  division's  3d  Brigade 
and  its  combat  supnort  element  on  31  October  1968,  The  FS5E  m»in 
body  cl  aed  with  advance  elements  of  the  3d  Rrirede  sid  conmenced 
logistiml  support  operations  on  2  November  1968. 

2.  (U)  Maintenance! 

a.  During  the ^reporting  period  the  Maintenance  Section  of  the 
5th  Transportation  Battalion  (AM4S)  conducted  pre-CMMI  of  division 
aviation  units.  These  were  working  visits  end  provided  assistance 
and  advice  pertaining  to  supply,  safety,  publications,  maintenance 
management  and  maintenance  operations  procedures.  The  battalion 
also  initiated  monthly  maintenance  and  supply  seminars  to  provide 

a  direct  exchange  of  Information.  A  newsletter  is  published  periodi¬ 
cally  to  supplement  the  seminars.  Ch  1  January  1969,  B  Company 
Technical  Supply  became  operational  and  issued  2,481  lines  fran  its 
AS L  and  39  lines  from  its  fringe  stock, 

b.  801st  Maintenance  Battalion! 

(l)  During  the  month  of  December,  the  8QLst  Mainter»nce  Bat¬ 
talion  designed  uanagement  tools,  and  procedures  to  ensure  an  accu¬ 
rate  and  complete  reconciliation  of  all  open  job  orders  and  Red  Ball 
requisitions  on  a  weekly  basis.  In  addition,  a  system  was  designed 
to  analyte  daily  shop  output. 
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(2)  Liaison  with  supported  units  was  improve  by  direct  contact, 
weekly  meetings  and  a  monthly  newsletter.  These  actions  have  Im¬ 
proved  maintenance  and  supply  operations, 

■  „,j  The  aurr.be;-  of  lines  on  the  Slain  Sunrcvt  Company  ASL  was 
red  turd  from  approximately  11,000  to  6,000  by  the  tum-in  of  rwn- 
dc, ;,C  repair  perts.  During  December  and  January,  77  CONEX  of 
the;-.  .tfru>  were  retrograded  to  Okinawa,  This  action  has  improved 
the  support  rendered  to  units  within  the  Division  because  the  cur¬ 
rent  number  of  lines  is  more  easily  managed. 

(/: )  During  December  and  January,  the  maintenance  backlog  in 
battalion  shops  was  significantly  reduced,  especially  in  the  Elec¬ 
tronics  Platoon  where  work  ordeis  were  reduced  fran  600  in  November 
to  U, 00  in  Jamary,  The  reduction  is  attributed  to  more  efficient 
shop  operations  and  the  maximum  use  of  ths  MEE  and  Red  pell  systems. 

3.  (U)  Supply i 

a.  When  the  division  deployed  to  TCTZ  in  March  196ft  there  was 
a  deficiency  in  adequate  supply  stocks  in  non-divisional  support 
element  a,  Efforts  to  improve  the  stockage  level  resulted  In  an 
overfill  and  a  saturation  point  was  reached  in  December.  Action 
was  then  taken  to  reduce  stockage  levels  to  manageable  proportions. 
Excesses  were  identified  and  78  CC?!EX  and  168  boxes  of  various 
Class  II  and  IV  items  were  retrograded. 

b.  The  Cent -al  Issue  Facility  of  the  426th  ft&S  battalion 
located  at  Division  Pear  at  Bien  Boa  wps  closed  in  December.  This 
facility  has  supplied  items  of  T.\  50-901  equipment  to  replacements 
who  had  not.  beer,  issued  certain  itan3  at  the  Cl17  of  the  90th 
Replacement  Battalion.  Since  both  of  these  facilities  drew  TA  50-901 
items  fro-  rr.e  same  source,  coordination  was  made  with  the  90th 
Replacement  Battalion  to  consolidate  existing  stocks,  thus  termi- 
mting  tk  ■  Irement  for  the  faollity  at  Bien  Hoa.  This  action 
made  mo.  ^  personnel  and  eouioment  available  for  employment  in  the

c.  A  consolidated  refuel  pad  for  all  UH-1  and  AH-1'"-  helicop¬ 
ters  was  completed  at  Camp  Eagle  in  mid-January.  This  pad  provides 
Class  III  support  for  helicopters  located  in  division  aviation  units 
at  the  division  base  camp. 

d.  The  Division  Supply  Office  initiated  a  progrsm  to  determine 
onhai  assets  and  shortages  of  mission-essential  major  items  of 
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equipment.  This  infomation  together  with  authorization  data  provide# 
the  DSO  with  the  tools  to  manage  effectively  the  a8sets  in  the  Divi¬ 
sion.  It  also  provides  density  information  necessary  to  establish 
management  criteria  for  materials  related  to  end  items, 

4.  (U)  Transportation. 

a.  The  Division  received  18,641,16  short  tons  of  supplies  aboard 
SEALIFT  vessels.

H.  CIVIL  AFFAIRS 


1.  (C)  r3cause  combat  operations  created  an  environment  favor¬ 
able  for  civic  action  activities  in  the  bulk  of  the  pooulated  areas 
of  the  101st  Airborne  Division  AC,  the  Division  Civic  Action  crogram 
was  greatly  expanded  during  the  reporting  period.  The  average  num¬ 
ber  of  tr'ijor  civic  action  projects  increased  from  about  15  at  the 
beginning  of  the  period  to  about  50  at  the  close  of  the  period. 

2.  (c)  In  execution  of  the  mission  assigned  by  ITT  MAP  of 
coordinating  all  military  civic  action  in  the  Division  area,  05  met 
regularly  and  closely  monitored  activities  of  all  military  units 
engaged  in  civic  action  work.  These  include  Navy,  Seabee,  Marine, 
and  non-divieional  Army  units.  Illustrative  of  the  tyoe  coordination 
accomplished  Is  the  Province-wide  MEDCAP  program  in  which  all  MEDCAP'a 
have  been  integrated  into  a  single  overall  program  designed  to  pro¬ 
vide  optimum  coverage  on  a  scheduled,  recurring  basis.  This  program 
waa  coordinated  with  the  Province  medical  director  to  insure  that 
Vietnamese  nurses,  etc.,  are  present  during  each  IfEDCAP  to  learn, 
assist,  and  maintain  records, 

3.  (C)  In  developing  its  civic  action  program  the  Division  was 
guided  primarily  by  the  Province  Chief’s  pacification  plan  ■*— 
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specifically  the  Accelerated  Pacification  Campaign  which,  like  the 
present  reporting  period,  ran  fren  1  November  -  31  January.  SuDport 
providtd  by  the  Division  has  been  closely  coordinated  with  aporo- 
priate  Vietnamese  and  US  officials  and  agencies,  /teouirements  for 
assistance  were  determined  by  conducting  surveys  in  each  District 
with  District  and  Village  officials.  Coordination  with  other  Viet¬ 
nam*  o',  nd  US  agencies  involved  in  civic  action  work  was  made  to 
determine  what  they  were  doing  to  meet  the  needs  of  each  district. 
Division  assistance  was  then  tailored  to  fill  g^ps  on  erf^h  orojeet 
so  that  the  Division  program  c ampler, ented  and  supplemented  what 
others  were  doing  but  did  not  duplicate  or  conpete  with  their  efforts. 
On  almost  every  project  which  the  Division  assisted,  at  least  one 
other  agency  also  provided  assistance;  also  on  virtually  all  pro¬ 
jects  the  labor  was  provided  by  the  local  people, 

4.  (C)  Tnroughout  the  AO  the  confidence  of  the  people  in  the 
CVN  is  clearly  evident.  Some  37,000  people  driven  from  their  ham¬ 
lets  during  the  '6fl  TET  Offensive  returned  to  their  homes  during  the 
past  Fall  to  rebuild.  Especially  in  the  Accelerated  Pacification 
areas  new  hemes  emerged  from  the  rubble  of  war  and  fields  which  were 
not  planted  the  past  year  were  under  cultivation. 

5.  (U)  Several  major  prelects  of  nerticular  note  were  completed 
during  this  reporting  perico:  The  T?y  Joe  Orphanage  on  1  Novenber 
1968,  ?hu  Cam  School  on  8  November  1968,  the  Duong  Uong  School  on 

2  December,  and  the  Gia  Le  Chapel  on  12  January  1969.  The  opening 
ceremony  end  dedication  of  the  /in  Luu  School  was  hold  on  20  December 
1968  wit.h  the  Minister  of  Information  making  the  dedication  address. 
Brigadier  Gereral  J'^rdeti,  ADC  (0),  represented  the  101st  Airborne 
Division  at  the  or..i’ng  ceremonies  of  the  I.e  Ioi  Primary  School  on 
18  January  1969,  A  total  of  1  school,  3  orphanages,  2  major  miscel¬ 
laneous  projects,  initiated  during  the  previous  reDorting  period, 
were  completed, 

6.  (U)  Current  projects  initiated  during  the  period,  Include 
13  schools,  6  hospitals/di3pensaries,  and  25  other  high  impact 
projects. 

7.  (U)  Projects  started  and  completed  during  the  period  include 

3  Bchoola,  2  orphsnagea,  2  hospitals,  and  8  other  major  projects. 

8.  (U)  In  December  1968,  the  Division  CA  officer  visited 
MACCOHDS  In  Saigon  in  an  effort  to  obtain  money  to  purchase  cultiva¬ 
tors  needed  to  restore  land  In  the  primary  pacification  sreas  of 
Thua  Thien  Prorinoe.  As  a  result,  2,000,000  $VN  was  loaned  to  the 
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Province  Chief  through  the  Minister  of  Revolutionary  Development  to 
purchase  the  cultivators.  In  early  January,  14  Kubota  200  tillers 
were  purchased  and  delivered  to  Thua  Thien  Province, 

9.  (U)  Approximated  11,000  toys  were  distributed  thru  units 

S5's  to  the  District  Chiefs  of  Thua  Thien  °rovince  for  their  Christ¬ 
mas  parties. 

10.  (U)  Fourteen  thousand  TET  booklets  were  received,  assenfcled 

and  distributed  throughout  the  Division,  The  booklets  give  a  good 
explanation  of  TET,  It  also  gives  the  soldier  a  better  understanding 
and  the  do’s  and  don’ts  of  the  Vietnamese  New  Year.

2*  (U)  Standard  Chieu  Hoi  tapes  and  leaflets  were  employed  to 

the  maximum  extent  poasible  during  this  reporting  period.  Standard 
leaflets  and  tape  recorded  messages  were  used  as  developed  by  JUSPAO 
and  the  7th  P3Y0P  Bn,  In  addition  to  this  standard  procedure,  live 
and  taped  messages  and  leaflets  shoving  a  picture  of  the  Hoi  Chanh 
have  been  made  whereby  each  Hoi  Chanh  who  rallies  to  101st  'irborne 
Division  units  is  timely  exploited.  Coordination  ha3  been  established 
with  adjacent  military  and  GVN  ..Laments  to  provide  them  with  our  or¬ 
ganic  loudspeaker  capability  or:,  Feedback  from  Hoi  Chanhs  indicates 
reception  from  heliconter  loudspeakers  is  easily  understood  and  has 
influenced  them  in  their  decision  to  rally. 

3.  (U)  Propaganda  was  disseminated  to  drive  a  wedge  between 
the  NVA  and  local,  populace  and  present  the  feeling  that  the  WA  is 
an  invading  force  ''eking  to  dominate  the  people  of  South  Vietnam, 
PSYOP  media  was  used  to  create  dissension  between  VC  and  NVA  soldiers. 
Additionally,  peace  talks  were  exploited  to  encourage  the  KVA  to  take 
less  risks  as  peace  may  be  near, 

4.  (U)  PSYOP  was  employed  to  encourage  the  local  populace  to 
support  the  GVN  and  to  present  the  idea  that  supporting  the  govern¬ 
ment  shortens  the  war.  Light  mobile  loudspeaker  teams  have  been 
used  in  conjunction  with  the  Medical  Civic  Action  Programs  whereby 
credit  is  given  to  the  GVN  for  making  this  program  available  to  the 
civilians.  In  conjunction  with  MEDCAPs,  propaganda  teams  show  movies 
and  pre-recorded  taped  messages  oriented  toward  pro  GVN  and  Chieu 
Hoi  themes.  Photographs  have  been  made  of  101st  Civic  Action  Pro¬ 
jects  and  leaflets  prepared  with  the  caotionj  "This  is  what  the  GVN 
and  Allied  Forces  are  doing  for  you  -  T,’hat  is  the  VC  doing?". 
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5.  (C)  A  total  of  97  Hoi  Chanhs  rallied  to  OVN  and  Allied  forces 
within  the  Division  AO,  Increased  emphasis  in  the  Chieu  Hoi  appeal 
was  placed  on  the  VC/NVA  disillusionment  and  his  increasing  burden 

of  hardships,  especially  sickness  and  the  lack  of  food.  This  approach 
was  based  on  intelligence  information  gathered  within  the  Division  AO, 
There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  percentage  of  woi  Chanhs  rallying 
with  Safe  Conduct  Passes  and  rslly  instructions, 

6.  (U)  Numerous  broadcasts  were  conducted  exploiting  the 
bombing  halt  by  the  President's  order, 

7.  (U)  The  uae  of  cultural  drama  teams  during  cordon  onorations 
have  been  well  received  by  the  local  populace.  There  '-'ere  a  total 

of  seven  (7)  perfomances  by  these  teams  during  this  reporting  period. 

8.  (U)  During  the  period  21-27  November  Armed  Propaganda  Teams 
were  used  extensively  in  Phu  Loc  District  along  with  one  (l)  Audio* 
Visual  Team  snd  two  (2)  loudspeaker  vehicles  which  placed  special 
emphasis  on  the  Voluntary  Informant  Program  (Tim  Sung  r'-iac).  All 
vehicles  were  marked  with  prominent  banners  to  designate  them  as 

Tim  Sung  Oiac  vehicles.  Counterintelligence  team  members  paid  rewards 
for  valid  information.  As  a  result  of  this  activity,  crew-served 
weapons,  large  amounts  of  ammunition,  end  reports  of  VC  activity  in 
the  area  were  turned  in.  The  Tim  Sung  Disc  (VP)  W39  further  ex¬ 
ploited  by  utilization  of  9th  SCS  aircraft.  Division  organic  alr- 
cr- ft,  ground  ?.oudapoaker  tcamSj  Armed  Propaganda  Teams,  and  through 
the  distribution  of  icafio.3  to  line  troops  for  dissemination  to  the 
local  populace  in  their  areas  of  operations.  '  total  of  40  reward 
payments  were  made  under  the  VIF, 

9.  (U)  The  Division  assisted  in  the  production  of  8  weekly 
60-minute  television  program  at  the  Hue  television  studio. 

10,  (U)  There  were  3  known  incidents  of  enemy  propaganda  being 

employed. 

a.  Ch  18  January  a  leaflet  was  found  in  a  bundle  of  clothing  at 
the  main  gate  laundry  of  LZ  Sally  with  an  anti-US/Vietnamese  war 
theme  encouraging  US  soldiers  not  to  die  for  the  benefit  of  US  wai%- 
lorda  and  not  to  go  to  the  battlefront  to  die.  m-Tiy  should  you  die 
in  Johnson's  aggressive  war?" 

b.  On  19  January,  B/l/501  found  a  leaflet  in  an  abandoned  house 
in  the  vicinity  YD  866234  calling  for  the  American  Negroes  to  unite 
with  the  Vietnamese  people  in  the  struggle  against  a  conn  on  eneny, 
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tiie  US  ruling  circles  who  simultaneously  are  intensifying  their  war 
of  aggi-ession  against  the  Vietnamese  peorle  and  carrying  out  the  poli¬ 
cy  of  racial  discrimination  back  home. 

c.  On  3  January,  2/327  found  a  leaflet  entitled,  A  HEAVY  DE^AT 
OF  THE  U.S. ,  during  a  village  sweep  in  the  vicinity  of  ZD  2001,  The 
leufl- 1  stated  the  IK  had  to  stop  unconditionally  the  bombinr  on  the 
who f*  territory  of  the  Democratic  Republic  of  'ietnam  because  over  the 
part  4  years  the  North  has  successfully  fought  beck  all  the  IF  offen- 
si  i  down  3243  modern  US  aircraft,  killed  and  captured  thousands  df 

Toned"  pilot  pirates  and  gro wn  steadier  than  ever  in  all  fields. 

It  farther  called  upon  the  American  GI  to  protest  t^e  IF  presence  in 
Vietnam  and  to  refuse  to  fight, 

J.  MEDICAL 

1,.  (C)  Operations. 

a.  The  326th  fedical  Battalion  continued  its  Medical  Support  of 
the  101st.  Airborne  Division,  with  tha  same  allocations  of  its  assets 
to  the  divisional  units,  as  in  the  previous  ouarters.  The  major 
operation  supported  during  the  reporting  period  continued  to  be  Opera¬ 
tion  Nevada  Eagle.  The  enemy  activity  in  the  Division's  Area  of 
Operation  continued  to  be  ey*i-';mely  licht  and  the  battalion  persisted 
with  its  efforts  In  the  ITi'CAP  II  t  ropram.  The  local  medical  per¬ 
sonnel  and  resource;  v.cro  integrated  into  an  active  role  on  these 
USDCAPs,  The  emphasis  on  the  HEDCAT  11  f  ropram  continues  and  a 
formalized,  routinely  scheduled  program  has  evolved  for  tha  hamlets 
within  the  Division's  Area  of  Responsibility. 

b.  Support,  C,  \  ,  ny  which  remained  at  Bien  Hoa,  had  a  significant 
increase  in  its  workload,  due  to  the  rotation  of  the  majority  of  the 
division's  personnel  back  to  CONUS  during  the  months  of  November  and 
December.  The  responsibility  of  providing  medical  care  and  treat¬ 
ment  for  those  personnel  and  the  numerous  incoming  replacement  per¬ 
sonnel,  was  the  major  undertaking  for  this  unit  during  the  Inst 
rutrter.

d.  The  Division  ?'edical  Supply  Office  filled  over  92  percent  of 
requests  during  the  oeriod.  The  average  weekly  number  of  line  items 
filled  was  275?  the  high  weekly  total  for  the  period  was  472  line 
Items,  The  total  number  of  line  items  stocked  was  923. 

e.  Battalion  Medical  Services: 

(1)  The  Air  Ambulance  Platoon: 

(a)  The  platoon  has  reached  its  full  strength  of  twenty-five 
officers  with  the  arrival  of  eight  new  offioers  and  warrant  officers 
during  this  period. 
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(b)  The  delivery  of  five  new  aircraft  during  the  period  brought 
the  platoon  to  its  authorized  T(E  strength  of  12  Vfl-H  helicopters. 

All  of  the  aircraft  are  being  equipped  with  hoists,  which  are  in 
critical  demand  for  operations, 

(c)  The  Air  Ambulance  Platoon  ia  also  carrying  on  operations  to 
familiarize  its  aviators  with  all  types  of  operations.  In  an  experi¬ 
ment  during  the  month  of  December,  the  platoon  sent  five  aviators  to 
Dust-Off  units  in  the  south.  The  flight  time  accumulate^  during  this 
period  not  only  helped  the  officers  become  more  familiar  with  the 
aircraft  but  also  exposed  them  to  varied  techniques  of  flight. 

(2)  Mental  Hygiene  Consultation  Service: 

(a)  During  this  period  the  number  of  individuals  interviewed  at 
the  Division  Mental  Hygiene  Consultation  Service  increased  consid- 
ably.  The  increase  was  more  substantial  during  the  months  of  Novem¬ 
ber  and  December.  There  was  a  great  number  of  individuals  exhibiting 
characteristics  of  the  so  called  "ten  months  syndrome**  or  preferably 

shortness  anxiety",  meaning  the  ^  ixiety  (apprehension,  inability  to 
sheep,  restlessness,  p.->or  apnei  the,  and  fear  of  death),  experienced 
mainly  by  individuals  of  117  series  and  by  individuals  of  the  support 
area  that  had  three  months  or  less  left  in  Vietnam. 

(b)  During  this  period  the  Division  MHCS  supported  all  of  the 
Thu  Bai  area.  It  is  the  only  MHCS  in  this  area  and  the  support  was 
provided  to  all  branches  of  the  armed  forces. 

(3)  Ofrt  emobvy;  During  the  reporting  period  the  Optometry  Sec¬ 
tion  was  assigned  by  TCE  to  the  Medical  Battalion  and  "A"  Company, 
326th  Medical  Battalion.  Due  to  the  lack  of  buildings  in  the  new 

•  irc?rt ,  tho  nuot ion  remoinofl  inouorntive  until  the  beginning  of  Deoenw 
However,  an  additional  clinic  was  established  at  LZ  Sally,  in 
the  meanwhile,  to  support  patients  from  the  Division's  2d  and  3d 
Brigades.  This  dlinic  is  operated  on  a  three  day  a  week  basis.  The 
second  authorized  optemetriat  arrived  in  division  in  the  latter  part 
of  December,  Through  future  recommendations  for  TCE  equipment  changes 
and  the  creating  of  new  field  optometry  techniques  which  will  evolve, 
the  division  level  optometry  will  continue  to  bo  a  tremendous  ssset 
to  the  Divisional  Units,  The  number  of  valuable  combat  man-hours 
saved  in  the  short  operational  period  of  the  Division's  Optometry 
Clinics  substantiates  this  fact.

(C)  During  the  reporting  period,  the  501st  Signal  Battalion 
participated  in  Operations  Nevada  Ragle,  Rawlins  Valley,  Todd 
Forest,  Sherman  Feak,  and  was  in  a  standby  status  for  Operation 
r latte  Canyon.  The  command  and  control  corrcmnicatiops  provided 
in  support  of  the  101st  Airborne  Division  Headquarters  and  its 
major  subordinate  units  consisted  of  the  following:  very  high 
frequency  (VHF)  multichannel  telephone  communications  down  to 
battalion  level;  high  irequoncy  (KF)  radio  teletypewriter  service; 
communications  center  facilities;  messenger  service j  telephone 
switching  centrals  including  a  non-TCK  AN/KTC-1;  single  sideband 
radio  wire  integration  (SSB  KWI)  service  and  frequency  modulated 
(Fh)  secure  and  non-secure  radio  communications,  The  Signal 
Battalion  provided  public  address  systems  on  56  occasions  which 
included  the  presentation  of  the  Presidential  Unit  Citation  by 
General  Abrams,  the  arrival  of  BG  Allen,  and  the  Martha  Rays 
Show,  A  new  underground  cable  plant  and  installation  of  the  KTC-0 
(9-position  switchboard)  will  provide  faster  pick-up  time,  better 
quality,  and  higher  t run eking  capacity  to  surrounding  areas  when 
totally  completed.  On  21  January  1969  the  MTC-9  was  cut  over. 

The  Camp  Eagle  cable  plant  distribution  has  not  been  cut  over, 
but  4.5#  of  the  truck  circuits  on  the  200  pair  cable  to  Fhu  Bal 
are  now  operational, 

L,  ENGINEER 

(U)  Operations: 

'  a,  I  he  battalion  continued  to  provide  general  support  for  the  ' 
division.  Four  new  fire  bases,  Rakkasan,  Helen,  Bayonot,  and  Dagger* 
wire  constructed  and  approximately  two  hundred  new  bunkers  and  other 
structures  were  built  on  previously  occupied  areas.  With  assistance 
from  non-dlvislonal  engineer  units,  the  battalion  was  responsible  for 
the  daily  oinesweepp  of  130  kilometers  of  road  in  the  division  area 
of  operations,  Niierous  teams  jfere  provided  for  LZ  clearing  and 
demolition  missions  in  support  of  tactical  operations. 

b, '  Headquarters  Company  was  In  general  surport  of  the  Division 
for  the  duration  of  the  reporting  period.  Bemuse  the  heavy  equip, 
is  consolidated  in  Headquarters  Company,  they  were'  responsible  for 
all  equipment  support  in  the  Division's  area  of  operations.  The  fol— 
lowing  equipment  was  provided:

The  ^quarters  element  was  responsible  for  producing  potable  water; 
conon..-vi.ng  surveys;  designing  structures;  conducting  reconnaissance 
missions  of  bridges,  roads,  and  potential  fibre  bases;  and  controlling 
a  continual  dust  suppression  operation. 

c.  The  battalion  actively  sought  civic  action  projects  provided 
they  did  not  conflict  with  combat  support  operations.  The  major  pro¬ 
ject  was  coordinated  Jointly  with  the  District  Chiefs  of  Huong  Thuy 
and  Phu  Vang  districts  in  support  of  a  resettlement  area.  The  pro¬ 
ject  consisted  of  constructing  an  Eiffel  bridge  (YD  795250),  a  timber 
trestle  bridge  (YD  80822*7)  and  a  road  along  a  canal  east  of  Hue 
(YD  78622*2)  to  (YD  823259).  The  Eiffel  bridge  was  constructed  from 
7  to  25  November  in  cooperation  with  the  Department  of  ^blic  Works. 
The  road  and  the  72  foot  timber  trestle  bridge  were  constructed 
during  the  period  5  to  31  Dec«wu;.r,  The  total  project  renuired 
approximately  2500  man-hours .  In  addition  to  the  resettlement  pro¬ 
ject  the  battalion  also  assisted  the  local  populace  by  rennovating 
a  school  near  Truoi  (YD  972062)  and  a  school  and  dispensary  near 
Nuoc  Ngot  bridge  (2D  165010).

1.  (U)  The  l60th  Aviation  Group  provided  general  support  for 
the  division  including  combat  assaults,  wholesale  logistical  resupply 
by  CH-2*7  helicopters,  retail  logistical  resupply  by  UH-1H  helicopters, 
command  and  control  aircraft,  artillery  disola cement,  convoy  escort,  ■ 
reconnaissance  and  surveillance,  administrative  support,  NCO  missions, 
psychological  operations,  flame  and  CS  drops,  and  medical  evacuation.

(.2)  Upon  activation  of  the  KE  Teems,  initial  personnel  reauiro- 
mento  hud  to  be  drawn  from  the  supported  unit  assets,  conversely 
affecting  maintenance  capabilities  at  the  organizational  level. 

During  the  period  frcm  5  "ovember  to  the  present,  this  unfavorable 
situation  has  gradually  been  resolved  through  personnel  gains  with¬ 
in  the  supported  companies  and  the  attached  KB  Teams.  However,  a' 
critical  shortage  still  exists  in  the  area  of  key  personnel}  i.e., 
maintenance  supervisors  and  aualified  technical  inspectors,  due  to 
the  recent  conversion  from  IFH-1C  to  AH-1C*  mechanics. 

(3)  K?OT.  equipment  for  the  KB  Teams  has  been  extremely  slow  in 
being  issued.  At  the  present  t^«„>  there  is  less  than  fifteen  (15) 
per c erf.  fill  o*  TGB  items.  The  most  critical  items  affecting  the 
maintenance  .effort  are  the  shortages  cl  avionics  test  eouinment, 

Tf  3-1,13  engine  special  tools,  generator  sets,  M60  3-ton  wheel  mounted 
crane,  am  authorised  vehicles. 

(A)  Maintenance  facilities  are  steadily  improving  through 
individual  unit  self-help  programs,  Building  of  an  aircraft  mainte** 
nance  hanger  is  now  in  progress  in  Company  A,  Expected  completion 
date  is  15  March  1VC9 .  r-round  survey  for  a  maintenance  hanger  ha s 
been  completed  at  Company  B  with  a  tentative  building  start  date  of 
20  February  1969.  At  the  present  time  there  are  no  scheduled  plans 
cr  priorities  for  building  starts  for  C  and  D  Companies. 

(5)  ck  up  Direct  Support  Maintenance  is  provided  to  the  A99th 
and ( 510th  i asportation  Detachments  by  Company  A,  5th  Transportation 
Bn  ( AM>)  hjJ  oa.jk  up  support  to  the  516th  3nri  527th  Transportation 
Detachments  is  provided  by  Company  B,  pth  Transportation  ®att61ion# 
During  this  report  period  maintenance  support  from  the  5th  Trans-' 
portation  Battalion  has  greatly  improved  in  all  areas.  Company  R, 

5th  Transportation  Battalion  became  operational  during  this  period} 
however,  support  was  interrupted  for  a  time  due  to  their  relocation 
at  Phu  Bai, 


b*  Aircraft  Technical  Supply, 
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(1)  Aircraft  tech  supnly  continues  to  be  slow  in  response,  RDP’ 
items  are  generally  received  on  a  time?y  basis  including  AH-10  parts,. 
Some  AH-1G  parts,  however,  have  been  F.DP  for  as  long  as  23  days. 

This  is  extremely  excessive, 

(2)  A  nejor  problem  will  continue  to  exist  in  the  area  of  AH-10 
part9  due  to  the  small  amount  of  authorized  line  items  (160)  on  the 
unit's  ASL.  The  ASL  was  canputed  in  accordance  with  AR  711-16  and 
allowance  factors  in  applicable  parts  manual.  Until  such  time  that 
sufficient  demand  data  is  accumulated  to  support  additions  to  the 
ASL,  or  a  directive  authorizing  additional  stockage,  it  is  antici¬ 
pated  that  the  F.DP  rate  for  AH-1G  aircraft  will  continue  to  ri3e. 

7.  (U)  In  this  reporting  period  there  has  been  p  constant 
increase  in  air  traffic  activities  and  a  continual  rise  in  the  traf¬ 
fic  count  maintained  by  F-agle  Tower.  This  rise  in  the  traffic  count 
reflects  all  aviation  activity  in  the  Camp  ragle  area  and  can  be 
considered  relevant  to  aircraft  density  and  Division  Operations, 

The  traffic  count  to  eliminate  the  subsequent  hazards  of  high  density 
the  160th  Aviation  Croup  prepared  an  air  traffic  control  regulation 
which  has  since  been  published  as  Division  Regulation  95-1.  This 
regulation  imposes  restrictions  on  traffic  patterns  and  altitudes, 
delineates  lanes  and  helipads  within  Camp  Earle  and  establishes 
positive  air  traffic  control  procedures.  In  addition  to  tower  con¬ 
trol  of  -Jrcmft  a  radar  approach  has  bom  established  for  Camp  Eagla 
and  ope:  mors  are  piesentj-y  being  prepared  for  certification. 

8,  (U)  The  160th  Croup  sponsored  b  self-help  project  for  the 
Kuoc  Drat,  orphanage  in  Hue.  Materials  for  the  project  were  provided 
by  the  grouo  or  by  Division  C5,  end  supervision  insured  they  were 
used  for  the  intended  purpose.  The  expansion  and  improvement  pro¬ 
jects  are  completed  and  the  group  continues  to  help  by  donating  food 
and  educational  supplies, 

N.  INFORMATION 

(U)  Six  issues  of  the  division  bi-monthly  newspaper  Th  ■;  Per earning 
Eagle  were  printed  and  distributed.  The  quarterly  issue  oi  the 
division  magazine  was  prepared  for  publication  in  February,  mo 
thousand  five  hundred  thirty  nine  home  news  releases  were  submitted 
to  the  Hone  Town  Mews  Center,  Ninty-three  percent  of  these  were 
processed  and  distributed  by  the  Center,

A,  PER  CKKE1 

(U)  Cut  D recessing  of  Personnel. 

a.  Observation:  During  the  months  of  i'ovsrber  and  Pecenber 
196fi,  over  6,000  officers  and  men  rotated  out  of  the  Division  for 
return  to  COMUS. 


b.  Evaluation:  As  a  nay  of  shoeing  appreciation  for  their 
sacrifices,  directions  were  given  for  out-processing  troops  which, 
when  executed,  provided  services  beyond  those  normally  expected 
during  out-processing.  ’  ersonnel  services  included  7U  hour  laundiy 
service,  extended  hours  of  operation  for  barber  and  tailor  shors, 
expanded  entertainment,  presentation  of  avrards,  and  provision  of  top 
quality  uniform  accouterments.  The  effect  as  expected  was  that  the 
individuals  departing  the  Division  felt  that  tbe  Division  was  con¬ 
cerned  about  them  and  genuinely  arrrecirtive  o'  their  service.  An 
additional  benefit  was  that  those  personnel  being  processed  into  the 
Division  could  see  the  fine  treatment  being  given  the  troors  they 
were  replacing.  Observing  the  fine  send-ofr  given  to  the  dorarttnp 
personnel  could  only  have  a  positive  effect. 

c.  Reccrrendatien:  These  •  roco'b-res  pro  an  exceMent  m*»ns  of 
expressing  rr.tituce  for  services  rerrorrr.rd  to  personnel  returning 
to  COM1  .  Other  units  who  may  be  f.-ced  with  a  similar  situation 
should  ;  lan  veil  in  advance  cut -'recessing  procedures. 

B.  CPEii., TIOWS 

1.  (C)  Relocation  of  Ambush  Sites. 


a.  Observation:  The  enemy  normally  uses  the  same  route  to 
enter  and  to  depart  a  hamlet  area. 

b.  Evaluation:  Enemy  units  r*cormoiter  and  secure  routes  into 
populated  areas.  After  completing  their  mission  they  will  freo"ent- 
ly  use  the  same  route  for  withdrawal  because  they  did  not  encounter 
friendly  ambushes  while  enterinp  the  area. 


c.  Recommendation:  Units  be  prepared  to  move  their  ambushes  if 
the  enemy  is  observed  moving  along  a  route  which  ty-rasses  the  estab¬ 
lished  position. 

2.  (C)  Use  of  90rra  RR  for  Right  Ambushes: 

a.  Observation:  There  is  ■;  need  for  additional  close  support 
for  night  ambushes. 
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b,  Evaluation:  It  was  discovered  that  the  enery  ^reouenfiy 
positions  fire  support  elements  to  cover  the  ''arty  that  is  desig¬ 
nated  to  enter  a  hamlet.  Often  upon  ehraring  the  a'-rroachino  enemy 
element,  friendly  forces  received  RJT-  and  B-40  rocket  fire  frorr  the 
eneny  supporting  position.  Py  erarloyinr  the  90mm  RR,  friendly  am¬ 
bush  positions  could  not  only  immediately  engage  the  ambushed  force 
but  could  also  place  effective  fires  on  the  su-porting  force  out  to 
4CO  meters.  The  Kehive  round  '.as  found  extremely  effective  when 
used  on  withdrawing  enemy  troops. 

c.  Recommendation:  TWjt  9Crm  ’‘R  vith  beehive  rounds  be  used 
on  night  ambushes  for  additional  fire  sunrort. 

3.  (C)  I  ursuit  of  Enemy  Following  firht  Ambushes: 

a.  Observation:  A/:  immediate  pursuit  must  be  made  following 
night  ambushes  to  locate  those  eneny  personnel  who  have  been  v’ounded 
or  have  hidden  in  the  contact  area. 

b.  Evrluation:  It  has  been  found  that  enemy  personrel  not 
killed  outright  in  the  initial  fires  of  the  ambush  'dll  attemrt 

to  conceal  themselves  in  the  imrr'dinte  are?  of  the  contact.  These 
individuals  have  been  locrted  and  killed  or  captured  by  units  em¬ 
ploying  immeoicte  illumination  and  usin?  fire  and  maneuver  to  swee^ 
the  battlefield.  Also,  if  conducted  thoroughly  and  aggressively  for 
a  great  enough  distance  this  r.ractice  will  re-establish  contact  or 
vail  reveal  bodies  which  the  fleeing  enery  has  attempted  to  dreg  off. 
Possession  of  these  bodies  is  not  only  imortant  for  the  morale  of 
friendly  troors,  but  also  makes  it  possible  for  the  local  nomination 
to  identify  the  enemy  deed  for  intelligence  rurposes, 

c.  Recommendations:  All  units  be  instructed  to  make  immediate, 
thorough,  end  aggressive  sweeps  of  contact  areas  with  instructions 

to  regain  contact:  failing  that,  they  should  search  the  area  for 
eneny  personnel,  weapons,  equipment,  an'-’  documents. 

4.  (C)  Ore  rations  I  n  the  ilountains. 

a.  01  serration:  When  orereting  in  the  mountains  in  the  dense 
Jungle,  the  eneny  generally  travels  trails  at  night  and  hides  near 
them  in  the  day. 

b,  Svr.l: ation:  Companies  moving  along  trails  should  drop  off 
an  ambush  team  alon?  the  trails  leadin'’  into  the  area  to  be  worked. 
Approximately  1  platoon  would  be  involved  in  day  and  night  ambushes. 
The  remainder  of  the  company  would  conduct  search  and  clear  opera¬ 
tions.  Fersonnel  in  ambush  positions  must  be  constantly  alert 
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because  the  turrets  are  usually  fleeting. 

c.  Rocor rendition:  Companies  operating  In  mountainous  terrain 
should  use  one  platoon  to  establish  ambushes  along  trails  to  er wage  enemy 
units  on  the  move  and  to  provide  security  for  the  company  (-). 

5.  (U)  BBT  Removal. 

a.  Observation:  The  nose  plug  of  the  175mm  and  B  inch  Howitzer 
rounds  with  a  small  portion  of  the  metal  rinr  removed  so  it  will  act 
as  a  hook  is  an  excellent  means  to  trigger  trip  wire  firina  device 
BBT's. 


b.  Evaluation:  I  resently  the  grarrling  hook  end  rone  is  the 
recognized  method  to  trigger  these  devices.  In  order  for  each  souad 
to  have  the  capability  of  breaching  such  obstacles,  three  to  four 
grappling  hooks,  with  an  ample  amount  of  rope  to  allow  the  device 
to  be  triggered  at  a  safe  distance,  are  required  to  be  effective. 

By  using  the  nose  plug  of  these  artillery  rounds  with  a  light  weight 
rope  or  strong  twine,  we  greatly  reduce  the  weight  factor.  In  addi¬ 
tion  the  snail  unit  leader  has  the  capability  to  destroy  these  cas¬ 
ualty  producing  devices  by  a  readily  available  means, 

C,  ReC'rr-endation:  This  method  be  made  known  to  small  unit 
leaders,  particularly  those  vorklnr  in  areas  saturated  with  PPT's, 
in  order  that  they  may  have  the  capability  of  removing  there  casualty 
producing  obstacles  with  a  simple  but  very  effective  make  shift  de¬ 
vice. 

6.  (C)  Being  Lured  Into  Booby  Trapped  Areas. 

a.  Observation:  Small  rrouos  (3-7)  of  VC/HVA  will  fire  at  IP 
units  trying  to  induce  them,  to  chase  the  enemy  through  hooby  trarred 
areas . 

b.  Evaluation:  US  units  that  have  chased  these  small  group® 
of  VC/WVA  have  suffered  casualties  they  would  not  have  suffered  if 
they  were  not  involved  in  a  fast  and  careless  chase. 

c.  Recommendation'  Units  in  pursuit  of  the  enemy  shock'd  not 
socrifxce  caution  for  speed;  small  airmobile  element?  should  be  de¬ 
ployed  to  block  routes  of  escape  of  fleeing  VC/UVA  small  units  when 
no  ground  elements  are  in  a  position  to  ret  up  blocking  positions; 
and,  all  previously  detected  booby-trap  areas  should  be  plotted  on 
all  maps  and  avoided  in  the  pursuit  of  the  enemy. 
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7,  (C)  Graphs  of  doo by  Trapped  Yeas. 

«,  Observation:  Graphs  mrde  of  the  locations  of  booby  traps 
that-  voro  ect  off  or  discovered  ‘ndiento  there  are  e'fe  Ivnes  in  some 
of  the  areas. 


b,  fi valuation t  It  in  bcliovod  these  safe  1  nes  ere  routes  of 
movement  of  VC/  V'.  dcmont-i,  It  is  also  believed  tho  enorry  m  y  use 
these  lanes  for  reverent  of  sojourning  forces  ~r'C-  later  boob"  trap¬ 
ping  then  irhon  the  router  r.re  discovered  bv  73/ hilled  troops. 

o.  Reco'""endntion:  Efforts  should  he  rn  da  to  locate  9uch 
safe  lnnr-s  rn'1  ambushes  sh.uld  be  est'-liinhec'  -’ithin  tho  l*nes, 

8.  (c)  Flame  Operations. 

a.  Observation:  The  demand  for  flame  drops,  since  tho  ac¬ 
quisition  for  the  N'avy  cargo  net  (see  para  lc  (l) ) ,  has  at  times 
exceeded  the  capability  of  the  K4  Flame  Service  Unit  to  provide 
thickened  fuel. 

b.  Evaluation:  The  tank  capacity  of  the  M4  ISiit  is  200  gallons. 
It  can  produce  75  drums  of  4£  thi  ckened  fuel  in  an  8  hour  period. 

The  quantity  drops  to  50  when  8*  fuel  in  mixed  for  fougasse.  Flame 
drops  require  1$  thickened  fuel  for  ignition  and  t$  for  a  longer 
burning  time;  a  mixture  of  ]0  drums  of  each  has  been  used,  'ben 
ample  stocks  were  not  available,  drums  of  old  fougasse  (8?  thick¬ 
ened  fuel)  and.  drums  of  JP-4/dicsel  oil  mix  were  added  to  the  10 
drums  of  u.%  fuel  to  rake  up  the  20  drum  load.  Flame  drops  conducted 
using  this  mixture  still  proved  highly  effective  as  long  as  a  suf¬ 
ficient  amount  of  the  4JS  thickened  fuel  was  present. 

c.  Recowendation:  That  vrhen  a  fierce  drop  is  requested,  and 
a  full  load  (20  drums)  of  1a-  or  4 %  thickened  fuel  is  not  available, 
drums  of  8%  thickened  fuel,  and  JP-4/diesel  oil  mix  can  be  added  to 
complete  the  load  as  long  as  at  least  10  drums  of  the  l&  are  avail¬ 
able.  Uric  provided  a  use  for  old  fougasse  which  is  normally  des¬ 
troyed. 

9,  (C)  Downwind  Drift  of  Riot  Control  Agrnt  (RCA)  CS-1. 

a.  Observation:  The  delivery  of  persistent  RCA,  Co-1  in 
55  gallon  druns  can  cause  considerable  downwind  drift  even  with 
ground  bursts. 
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b,  “valuation:  It  has  been  found  that  C^-l  will  travel  a 
significant  distance  dov.T.uind  under  conditions  such  as  hitrh  air 
turbulence,  a  lapse  or  neutral  temperature  gradient  or  Mob  \/ind 
speeds.  In  one  case  the  effects  of  the  agent  were  noted  at  e  dis¬ 
tance  of  1.5  hr.  from  the  target. 

c.  Recommendation :  That  if  Cr-1  ir  to  be  employed  in  the 
vicinity  of  a  planned  operation,  all  personnel  involved  in  the  opera¬ 
tion  must  have  protective  masks  and  must  be  informed  of  the  target 
location  end  time  of  emr loyment ;  that  if  these  conditions  are  not 
met,  C  ■— 1  should  not  be  used  in  support  o1'  the  operation:  and  to  pre¬ 
clude  unnecessary  drift,  O'  blocking  positions  should  not  e  stabi  ished 
beneath  flight  raths  of  heiicorters.

D.  IKT511  IC'u'CE: 

1.  (C)  /.irborne  T  ersonnsl  Detector  Exploit  a t ion. 

a.  Observation:  /I'D  missions  provide  valuable  data  to  the  in- 
telli.ronce  collection  effort  and  have  rreved  highly  reliaV.le. 

b.  Evaluation:  It  has  been  found  that  '-hen  ,VT  readings  "ere 
exploited  (by  artillery,  *R-'  or  t-cticrl  air',  secondary  explosions 
and  fires  have  occurred .  in  many  instance:-,  "hen  'round  units  or 
air  cavalry  have  exploited  previously  re-  orted  "snifrer"  areps,  con¬ 
tact  vd’.h  enory  forces  h  s  resulted.  in  this  connection,  the  OTC 
of  the  sniffer  tear,  has  been  instructed  to  call  significant  readings 
directly  to  the  brio-  ^e  responsible  for  that  AO,  to  permit  rerid 
exploitation.  The  division  artillery  is  also  celled  when  the 
location  is  not  within  a  brigade  boundary. 

c.  Recor1  endaticn:  That  to  receive  the  maximum  dffect  of 
significant  sniffer  readings,  the  responsible  brigade  should  continue 
to  make  every  effort  to  '-lace  artillery  fire  or  *R.A  on  the  rerorted 
area  as  soon  as  practical;  that,  if  a  FAC  is  available  in  the  area, 
the  sniffer  OIC  should  contact  him  directly  in  order  to  pinpoint  the 
area  for  exploitation  by  tactical  air  strikes. 

2.  (C)  Comprehensive  descri-  tion  of  enemy  structures  and 
materiel, 

a.  During  operations  higher  headruarters  require  a  detailed 
descri;  tion  of  eneny  structures,  caches,  trail  markers,  booby  trars 
amd  materiel. 
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b.  Evaluation:  In  many  cases,  the  item  could  not  ^e  evaluated 
(bunkers,  buildings,  BRT’s)  and  in  some  cases  a  description  of  t*e 
surroundinp  environment  '■'a.s  required.  Pee  to  personal  differences 
in  observation  and  reporting  technioves,  the  ovality  and  accuracy 
of  the  intelligence  report  varied.  Also,  on  occasions,  added  re¬ 
quirements  were  levied  subreouent  to  departure  from  the  area. 

c.  Recommendation:  Photos,  with  identifying  data,  cou1  d  be 
available  at  division  level  within  hours  after  discovery,  rolaroid 
Swinger  cameras  (cost  under  P2C,(X  )  and  film  should  be  made  avail¬ 
able  on  the  basis  of  six  per  infantry  battalion. 

e.  icciryics 

1.  (U)  Kick out  Resupply. 

a.  Observation:  Resupplyinp  of  water  to  an  element  in  the 
jungle  is  difficult  to  accomplish  by  vaster  cans  or  plastic  drums. 

b.  Evaluation1  hedium  and  heavy  artillery  (IS^mm,  175mm,  S  in) 
batteries  use  metal  canisters  to  store  the  fuzes  used  by  the  puns. 

The  canisters  are  water  tipht  and  can  be  used  as  a  water  rec:upp’ly 
kick-out  to  the  forvrard  units. 

c.  Recommendation:  That  infantry  units  o'eratinp  in  iunple 
terrain  coordinate  with  artillery  batteries  to  obtain  these  canisters 
on  a  large  scale  basis. 

2.  (l’)  Red  r'all  Special  Handling  Requisitions , 

a.  Gfcservati -n:  Red  Pr-U  Special  Handling  requisitions  should 
include  radar  and  ~AtV*C  equirment  due  to  the  essential  nature  of 
their  mission. 

b.  Evaluation:  Repair  parts  required  to  move  FADAC  and  Rader 
equipment  from  deadline  could  be  obtained  mere  expeditiously  in 
that  special  attention  would  be  given  these  requisitions.  Requisi¬ 
tions  submitted  for  required  reports  using  normal  RBE  procedures  re¬ 
quire  considerably  more  time  and  processing  than  Red  Ball  Special 
handling.  Down  time  for  FADAC  and  radar  equipment  vill  be  reduced 
significantly  if  Red  Ball.  Special  Handlinp  Procedures  <  re  utilized. 

c.  Recommendation:  That  repair  pert?  for  FADAC  and  radar 
equipment  be  authorized  for  requisition  utilizinp  Red  Ball  Special 
Handling  Procedures. 
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3.  (C)  Fuel  and  Amro  Joint. 

a.  Observation:  A  rapid  refuel/rearm  point  is  needed  to  sup- 
j  ort  an  Air  Cavalry  Troor  when  the  refuel  distance  is  more  than  20 
minutes  from  the  AC. 

b.  Evaluation:  This  facility  should  cpi-ry  Just  enough  for  one 
day's  operations.  By  palletizing  "ready  to  go  ammo"  and  hookine  in 
six  bladders  of  fuel  this  point  can  be  operational  in  30  minutes. 

The  Aerc  Rifle  Flatoon  can  be  displaced  forward  with  a  security  force 
for  the  I'd  point  and  provide  additional  rrctecti^n  and  local  ^atro1  - 
ling.

Organic  en¬ 
gineer  sui  port  for  rrotective  facilities  and  base  carnm  development 
projects  that  recuire  immediate  action  is  inadequate.  veny  of  these 
immediate  type  retirements  are  normally  the  responsibil ity  of  non- 
divisional  engineer  units,  however,  the  reoprrpbica!  dispersion  of 
these  units  frequently  precludes  rapid  execution  of  engineer  suunort 
reouiremente.  TCE  5-?15"  provides  for  three  line  corrm^nies  and  p 
headcuarters  company.  This  organization  is  satisfactory  to  rrovide 
combat  auf port  to  the  infantry  brigades,  but  it  does  not  afford  flex¬ 
ibility  tc  provide  adequate  suprort  for  the  division  su’-rort  unite 
and  the  irr  adiate  base  develo;  rent  requirements.  The  Headquarters 
and  Hesdcuarters  Company  consists  of  269  officers  ^nd  enlisted  man  and 
all  major  items  of  engineer  construction  equipment  organic  to  the 
division.  This  organization  is  too  large  and  diversified  to  be 
supervised  and  controlled  by  a  single  company  organization. 
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c.  Recommendation:  i  general  support  company  consist  in"  of 
two  eeui]-ment  platoons  composed  basically  of  the  same  eruinment  that 
is  presently  in  tho  two  heavy  eouirment  rlatoons  and  one  light  eruin- 
ment  platoon;  one  combat  engineer  platoon  with  an  eouirment  augmenta¬ 
tion  of  three  electric  tool  trailers  and  three  cobra  drills;  a  main¬ 
tenance  platoon:  and  a  headcunrters  platoon  vould  be  desirable.  A 
f.TOr  is  Presently  being  finalized  for  submission  to  IF'RV  and  will 
include  these  recora  ended  changes.

a.  Observation:  The  Battalion  mortar  section  is  r resent "'y 
authorizec  the  field  telephone  set  TA-312  to  rrovide  cornmunications 
between  the  FDC  bunker  and  the  mortar  tubes;  this  system  has  made 
it  necessary  to  have  one  man  monitor  the  rhone  continously  at  each 
firing  point  and  orally  relay  the  firing  data  to  his  respective  pun 
crew.

TC-7  to  a  capacity  of  12C  circuits  which  can  be  h-ndled 
by  two  operators.  T^e  second  switch-board  can  be  easily  reroved 
to  remain  at  base  canrs  when  it  is  necessry  to  provide  a  switchboard 
at  a  brigade  tactical  comend  post. 

c.  Recommend,  tion:  That  the  modified  fTC-7  be  utilized  since 
it  is  more  compact  and  efficient  than  the  ITC-1C, 

JT.  (U)  Radio  TTY  fet  AI:/nRC-14?. 

a.  Observation:  ’.'hen  both  long  whip  and  doublet  antennas  ere 
used  with  the  CRC-l/*2,  more  reliable  communications  can  be  obtained. 

b.  Evaluation:  It  has  been  observed  that  the  effect  of  un¬ 
favorable  atmospheric  conditions  on  transmissions  can  he  minimized 
if  the  operator  is  able  to  switch  from  the  whi1-  antenna  to  the  doub¬ 
let  antenna,  and  vice  versa.

b.  Evaluation:  The  AN/VSC-2  Redioteletyre  terminal  found  at 
brigade  and  battalion  level  is  not  eouipped  with  a  TT-76  tape  per¬ 
forator.  Configuration  of  this  eouipment  includes  W/OP.C-106  M'FS0 
Radio,  one  I  D-5?2  Modem,  one  ftW-7  Crypto  Device  and  one  TT-4  tele¬ 
typewriter.  3n  this  configuration,  the  R’TT  operator  must  send  each 
message  lettsr-bv-letter.  Typing  may  be  corrected  only  by  retyping 
the  word  or  line  resulting  in  slew  operation  and  less  than  " c1 ean"  ’ 
copy.  In  addition,  a  message  being  transmitted  may  not  be  "broken" 
by  another  subscriber  for  the  purpose  of  sending  a  hirher  precedence 
message.  Installation  of  TT-76  eouipment  would  alia?  for  transmission 
of  "clean"  copy  at  a  steady  rate  of  60  words  rer  minute,  ore -punched 
messages,  and  would  give  each  subscriber  a  "break"  capability.  Fur¬ 
ther,  the  VSC-2,  which  is, installed  in  the  rear  of  a  f  ton  truck, 
does  not  allow  for  working  space  for  the  preparation  of  message  logs, 
storage  of  running  spares,  and  comfortable  working  conditions.  From 
the  standpoint  of  flexibility  and  responsiveness,  the  radio-teletyre 
terminal  AN/ORC-142,  mounted  on  e  3 A  ton  truck  is  more  desirable  for 
brigade  and  battalion  size  operations, 
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C.  Recorrendation:  Immediate  action  should  be  initiated  to 
eouip  each  AN/VTC-2  RATT  terminal  with  a  T-76  T  erf  orator:  to  sub¬ 
mit  a  small  development  reouirement  to  l1?  A  CPC  and  l^AHC  to  add  a. 

TT-76  to  the  VSC-2  configuration;  and,  to  investigate  the  feasibility 
of  converting  from  the  n?/VSC-2  to  the  AP/GRC-142. 

H.  MINTEt’AKCE: 

I.  (U)  P-153  Kine  Detectors. 

a.  Observation:  A  high  deadline  rate  was  exrerienced  with  the 
J1— 153  mine  detector;  problem  areas  included  broken  handlen,  scuffed 
heads,  and  damaged  wiring. 

b.  Evaluation:  An  increased  training  program  was  initiated 

to  improve  operator’s  knowledge  with  respect  to  care  and  use  of  the  ■ 
mine  detector.  Measures  were  taken  to  insure  that  the  mine  detector 
was  stored  in  the  case  at  all  times  unless  actually  in  use.  ^oam 
rubber  or  o  suitable  cushion  material  was  fastened  to  the  head  of 
the  detector  to  prevent  damage  to  the  head.  These  teehnioues  in 
conjunction  with  a  general  training  program  lowered  the  deadline 
rate  from  5055  to  approximately  25^. 

c.  Recommendation:  That  the  head  of  the  r  —153  mine  detector 
be  covered  with  o  protective  cushion  material. 

2.  (V)  Chainsaw  Trouble  Shooting, 

a.  Observation:  TVring  construction  of  fire  b-ses  a  hirb 
mortality  rate  was  experienced  with  chainsaws,  especially  with  the 
3tarter  rewind s^and  spurs, 

b.  Evaluation;  Starter  rewinds  were  being  broken  because 

of  improper  starting  procedures.  The  operator  pulled  the  starting 
cable  out  to  its  maximum  length  when  only  a  short,  brisk  pull  is 
reouired.  The  bolts  securing  the  spur  loosen  after  continuous 
operation  and  eventually  the  spur  is  damaged.  Corrective  action 
was  taken.  There  was  a  noticeablo  decrease  in  the  down-time  of 
chainsaws, 

c,  Recomnendation:  That  operators  follow  established  pro¬ 
cedures  when  starting  chainsaws,  and  the  bolts  securinp  the  spur 
be  cheeked  every  four  hours, 

3.  (U)  Recurring  failures  of  aircraft  assemblies. 
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a.  Observation:  Several  problem  areas  exist  due  to  the 
recurrence  of  failures  in  aircraft  assemblies. 

b.  Evaluation: 

(1)  0H-6A  continuing  problem  areas: 

(a)  High  frequency  vibration  (out  of  balance  tail  rotor  assy). 

(b)  High  engine  oil  pressure  (defective  sending  units). 

(c)  Lateral  Beats  (low  torque  main  rotor  dampers). 

(d)  Altitude  indicators  continue  to  fail  with  none  available 
through  supply. 

(e)  Heading  indicators,  CN998  Gyro  &  wave  sine  filters 
continue  to  fail  with  no  replacement  in  sight. 

(2)  UH-1C: 

(a)  In  January  we  had  a  rash  of  leaking  short  sheet  seals. 

(b)  Mixing  lever  bearing  continues  to  wear  out  long  before 
time  change. 

(c)  Transmission  input  leaking.

3236  which  costs  31.00,  is  recoamondod  as  a  water  container,  and  its  coat  and 
weight  are  only  a  fraction  of  th9  metal  fuze  container.  The  plastic  container 
is  available  through  normal  supply  channels.  The  Lug-A-Jug  is  equipped  with  a 
scrow  cap  which  prevents  contamination  and  facilitates  pouring  into  a  canteen.
